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SECOND  VeAK  COURSES  COMING  UP 

MO  BASIC  CHANGSS  SLATED 


Brochures  and  application  cards  relating  to  Alberta's  certificate 
courses  in  public  administration  have  been  mailed  to  several  hundred 
practicing  administrators,  Don  Bancroft,  I  ecturer  with  the  University's 
Department  of  Extension,  stated  recently.  Two  courses  (Municipal 
Assessment  and  Municipal  Administration)  were  offered  last  year  for 
the  first  time.  It  is  expected  the  second  year's  work  will  begin  as 
before  in  October. 

Mr.  Bancroft's  statement  follows: 

Public  Administration  lessons  are  being  prepared  for  the  second 
year  of  operation  of  the  Municipal  Administration  and  Municipal 
Assessment  courses.  The  Department  of  Extension  has  issued  the  bro- 
chure describing  these  courses  and  mailed  appi  ication  cords  to  practic- 
ing administrators  throughout  the  province.  The  circulation  of  this 
informotlon'jl  materio!  includes  some  250  of  the  regis'''"ants  from  last 
year,  about  50  persons  whose  registration  had  been  postponed  in  the 
first  year,  and  also  all  headsof  council  in  each  municipal  unit  of  the 
Province . 

Plans  and  programs  for  the  1959-60  year  cannot  be  laid  at  this 
date  but  it  is  expected  that  the  presentation  of  the  course  will  follow 
the  scheme  established  in  the  first  year.  The  correspondence  seminar 
plan  has  proven  highly  practical  and  no  basic  changes  are  proposed 
for  its  schedule  except  possibly  some  rearrangement  of  meeting  places 
and  dates. 

In  accordance  with  the  stated  wishes  of  the  students,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  instructional  staff  might  be  expanded  to  provide  one  full  day 
of  directed  discussion  of  each  seminar.  In  the  past  year,  it  was  nec- 
essary for  the  instructor  to  divide  his  day  in  each  centre  between  the 
two  groups  .n  the  administration  and  the  assessment  courses.

Taking  his  degree  with  the  University  of 
Alberta,  he  trained  in  the  School  of  Planning 
and  Research  for  Regional  Development  in 
London.  During  six  and  one  half  years  spent 
in  England,  he  was  employed  by  the  London  County  Council,  follow- 
ing which  he  returned  to  Edmonton  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rookwood  have  one  daughter  and  one  son.  His 
wife  Annelie,  whom  he  married  in  England,  is  a  geographer  and  has

WILLIAM  fftAME 


Chairman  of  the  special  committee 
studying  Hutterite  affairs  and  former  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  William  E.  Frame 
died  on  August  6.  He  was  67. 

Mr.  Frame  retired  in  1957  after  almost 
30  years  with  the  Department  of  Education  , 
following  which  he  served  as  regional  In- 
spector for  Indian  Schools  in  south  Alberta 
until  resigning  last  June.  His  appointment 
as  chairman  of  the  Hutterite  Committee  was 
made  in  1958  and  shortly  before  his  death  he 
had  announced  the  report  of  committee's 
findings  would  be  completed  in  September  . 

Mr.  Frame's  wasa  distinguished  career  in  publ  ic  service.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  northern  Alberta  board  of  the  Canadian  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Club  of  Edmonton 
and  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  was  active  in  the  work  of  his  church. 

Serving  in  both  world  wars,  Mr.  Frame  won  the  Military  CrosS' 
and  ended  his  mil  itary  career  with  the  rank  of  major.  Mr.  Frame  was 
a  native  of  Lethbridge  where  he  received  his  early  education.  He 
received  his  masters  degree  from  the  University  of  Alberta  and  took 
post-graduate  studies  at  Columbia.

COURSES  IN  SASKATCHEWAN 

Western  Municipal  News  for  June  carried  a  report  of  tne 
Rural  Municipal  Secretary-Treasurers'  Association  of  Saskat- 
cnewan  meeting  in  May.  From  it  we  learn  that  our  good  neigh- 
bors will  soon  be  taking  courses  in  local  government  adminis- 
tration "to  be  given  by  correspondence  supplemented  by  snort, 
intensive  sessions  at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan". 

In  case  you  missed  it,  here's  the  report: 

Dean  T.H.  McLeod,  of  the  University  College  of  Commerce 
addressed  the  convention  of  municipal  secretaries  and  outlined  these 
courses  in  local  government  administration. 

The  course  for  preliminary  instruction,  a  two-year  course,  will 
consist  in  the  first  year,  of  10  lessons  in  general  accounting,  two 
lessons  on  cost  accounting,  and  14  lessons  in  general  accounting,  a 
total  of  26.  In  the  second  year,  there  will  be  seven  lessons  on  civil 
law,  lOon  statutory  law,  three  on  assessment  problems,  two  on  parlia- 
mentary procedure,  two  on  office  practice,  and  two  on  the  Canadian 
type  of  government. 

"Some  of  these  lessons  have  already  been  drafted,  "  said  Dean 
McLeod,  "and  we  expect  the  first  year's  course  to  be  ready  for  regis- 
tration time  next  fall.  Considerable  interest  has  already  been  shown.  " 

The  problem  kept  in  mind,  he  stated,  had  been  to  keep  the 
material  on  the  course  of  study  small  enough  that  people  who  had  to 
make  their  living  as  they  studied  could  handle  it  in  their  available 
time. 

The  second  course,  he  said,  would  be  an  "advanced"  course,  for 
those  who  were  already  qual  ified  to  be  municipal  secretaries  and  were 
in  the  field  practising  their  profession,  but  who  wished  to  improve 
their  standing. 

In  this  advanced  course,  also  covering  two  years,  attention  would 
be  given  to  the  general  field  of  economics,  and  particularly  to  the 
economic  background  of  Canada  and  of  Saskatchewan;  to  municipal 
finance,  such  things  as  the  nature  of  the  money  markets;  to  the  strict 
area  of  "administration,"  personnel  management,  human  relations, 
and  publ ic  relations;  to  researchand  planning,  and  finally  toCanadian 
government,  dealing  with  the  total  complex  of  jurisdictions,  and  with 
"comparative  local  government,  "  comparing  local  government  here 

with  local  government  in  other  provinces  and  other  countries. 

*  *  *  * 

It  was  the  responsibility  of  the  university,  he  said  only  to  give 
the  courses  and  tomake  recognition  of  success  in  them.  Certification 
would  not  be  the  responsibility  of  the  university.  The  responsibility 
for  certification  would  remain  with  the  government  department  con- 
cerned, although  there  was  always  a  chance  that  it  might  become  the 
responsibility  of  "the  professional  group  itself.  "

MIRROR  LOOKS  AHEAD 

A  recent  letter  from  a  citizen  of  Mirror  takes  issue  with  those 
residents  of  Central  Alberta  who  figure  that  Mirror  is  on  the  verge  of 
being  a  ghost  town.  The  short  letter  itself  is  self-explanatory. 

We  agree  with  the  statements  made  in  the  letter.  At  a  meeting  in 
Mirror  earlier  this  year,  citizens  of  tne  town  grappled  with  tne  pro- 
blems posed  by  further  local  layoffs  of  CNR  employees.  It  was  evident 
to  all  present  at  that  time  that  Mirror  was  not  going  to  lie  down  and 
play  dead. 

It  is  not  easy  when  a  town  like  Mirror,  whose  livelihood  in  the 
past  has  been  largely  based  on  the  railway  employmentof  its  citizens, 
loses  a  large  percentage  of  its  payroll.  But  Mirror  has  been  an  estab- 
lished centre  too  long  to  be  stamped  out  by  a  minor  misfortune.  We 
wish  Mirror  residents  well  in  their  efforts  to  entice  some  other  industry 
to  its  town  to  pick  up  the  slack  left  by  the  dwindling  railway  payroll. 
Their  determination  to  keep  going— and  to  continue  to  grow— is  worthy 
of  the  spirit  of  its  first  residents.  -Lacombe  Globe

CONTROL  WITH  HERBICIDES 

Woody  growth  can  be  quite  ettectively  control  led  along  roadways, 
telephone  and  power  I  ines,  irrigation  and  drainage  ditches  or  on  pasture 
land  with  the  use  of  herbicides.  In  many  instances  the  use  of  2, 4-D 
or  a  mixture  of  2, 4-D  and  2,4,  5-T  is  less  costly  and  gives  more  per- 
manent eradication  than  when  removed  by  hand  or  heavy  mechanical 
equipment.  The  susceptibility  of  woody  growth  to  2, 4-D  varies  con- 
siderably, however,  woody  growth  such  aswillow  and  poplar  are  quite 
susceptible,  these  species  being  the  most  common. 

Best  results  are  obtained  when  the  growth  is  young.  When  growth 
is  tall,  spraying  will  not  necessarily  produce  the  desired  result  and 
cutting  may  become  unavoidable.  If  it  is  necessary  to  cut  tall  growth, 
the  stump  can  be  treated  with  a  mixture  of  2, 4-D  or  2, 4-D  plus 
2, 4, 5-T  in  diesel  oil  to  eliminate  or  minimize  regrowth.  A  mixture 
of  24  ounces  total  acid  in  10  gallons  of  diesel  oil  is  recommended  to 
be  applied  to  the  point  of  run-off  to  the  stump  and  protruding  roots . 

There  ore  two  methods  of  controlling  brush  with  herbicides  — 
foliage  spray  and  dormant  spray.  Foliage  spray  is  the  most  common 
method  in  Alberta  used  at  present. 

1.  Foliage  Spray  -  Spraying  is  done  with  a  water  solution  pre- 
ferably as  soon  after  the  leaves  are  fully  expanded  (late  May-early 
June).  The  use  of  2, 4-D  ester  or  when  2, 4-D  resistant  species  are 
present,  2:1  mixture  of  2, 4-D  :  2,4, 5-T  is  recommended  at  the  rate 
of  2  to  4  pounds  (32  to  64  ounces)  total  acid  per  acre  in  10  or  more 
gallons  of  water  per  acre  (sufficient  to  wet  foliage  thoroughly).  A 
surfactant  such  as  household  detergent  (Tide,  Dreft,  etc.),  at  about 
1  pound  per  100  gallons  spray  mixture  may  be  added  to  the  spray 
mixture  to  help  act  as  a  sticker-spreader.  Mixtures  of  2, 4-D  and 
2,4, 5-T  may  be  purchased  as  "Brush  Kill".  To  obtain  satisfactory 
control,  thorough  coverageof  all  parts  of  growth  is  required.  Retreat- 
ment  the  following  season  is  usually  necessary  to  kill  any  remaining 
growth  missed  during  the  first  spraying. 

2.  Dormant  Spray  -  Spraying  is  done  during  the  absence  of  fol  iage  , 
late  fall  and  early  winter.  Diesel  oil  must  be  substituted  for  the  water 
carrier  and  applied  at  10  to  15gallons  per  acre.  A  mixture  of  2, 4-D 
and  2, 4, 5-T  is  recommended  for  dormant  spraying  at  a  rate  of  2  to  4 
pounds  (32  to  64  ounces)  total  acid  per  acre,  depending  on  the  species 
and  density  of  growth.  The  ratio  of  2, 4-D  to  2, 4, 5-T  should  be  varied 
according  to  the  susceptibility  of  the  vegetation  being  treated  but 
generally  should  not  exceed  2: 1 .  Dormant  spraying  has  certain  ad- 
vantages including  extending  the  spraying  seasons  into  the  winter 
months,  easier  penetration  of  heavy  growth  and  reducing  the  hazard 
of  destroying  sensitive  crops,  (Field  Crops  Branch) 
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FORTY  YEARS  AGO,  when  this  structure  was  spanking  new,  the 
downstairs  served  as  municipal  offices  and  even  a  residence;  the  upper 
floor  as  a  hospital.

Readers  of  The  MUNICIPAL  COUNSELLOR  mignt  be  interested 
in  what  the  County  of  Forty  Mile  No.  8  has  done  about  providing  a 
new  County  Office.  Located  in  the  Village  of  Foremost,  the  hand- 
some new  building  is  a  source  of  pride  for  all  residents  of  the  County, 
and  from  the  standpoint  of  efficiency  and  convenience,  I'm  sure 
Council  members  and  staff  alike  have  found  the  new  quarters  a  real 
pleasure  to  work  in. 

First,  however,  I  want  to  say  a  few  words  for  tiie  record  about 
the  office  which  the  new  structure  replaces.  The  old  building  was 
constructed  in  1919  with  the  upstairs  used  as  a  hospital  until  1923.  A 
few  years  later  the  upstairs  was  renovated  and  used  as  a  hall  for  the 
A.  F.  &  A.M.  until  the  end  of  1957  when  the  hall  was  used  for  the 
County  Council  room.  It  was  not  very  convenient  as  an  outside  stair- 
way had  to  be  used.  The  lower  portion  of  the  building  was  used  for 
offices  of  various  Municipal  Districts  and  at  one  time  a  portion  of  it 
was  used  as  the  Secretary-Treasurers  residence.  With  the  formation  of 
the  County  the  already  crowded  off  ice  was  overflowing  and  the  need 
for  a  new  building  was  easily  seen.  The  former  school  office  was  not 
suitable  for  County  Administration. 

The  construction  cost  of  the  new  building  was  $66, 000  plus  $4,000 
for  architects  fees.  As  there  was  no  office  furniture  in  the  old  building 
approximately  $9, 000  was  expended  for  furniture,  shelving  and  an 
intercommunication  system. 

The  Council  room  is  finished  with  half  round  strips  of  mahogany 
running  from  floor  to  ceiling  with  corktile  floor  and  acoustic  plaster 
ceiling  for  sound-proofing.  The  table  is  in  the  shape  of  a  horseshoe

(When  Angus  Morrison  was  on  the  Inspection  staff  of 
the  Departmentof  Municipal  Affairs  he  served  for  nearly 
seven  years  as  administrator  for  part  of  what  is  now  the 
County  of  Forty  Mile  No.  8.  His  impressions  of  those  days 
fol  low. ) 

Pictures  of  the  old  and  new  office  of  the  County  of  Forty  Mile 
No.  8  (formerly  the  Municipal  District  of  Forty  Mile  No.  2)  , 
bring  to  mind  the  participation  of  the  Department  of  Municipal 
Affairs  in  the  administration  of  the  area  surrounding  Foremost, 
headquarters  of  the  present  County. 

Through  adversity  and  the  shortcomings  of  two  successive 
Secretary-Treasurers,  the  affairs  of  the  Municipal  District  of 
Flowery  Plains  No.  33  and  the  Municipal  District  of  Burl ington 
No.  34  (each  old  nine  township  municipal  districts)  were  both 
placed  under  government  administration  in  1926.  The  first  ad- 
ministrator was  Alf.  Fidler,  Inspectorof  the  Department,  followed 
in  1927  by  Harry  Kidney,  Inspector,  who  served  until  1934.  Boyd 
Ritchie  was  administrator  from  1935  to  1941  andTommy  Potts  (later 
Chief  Municipal  Inspector)  followed  from  1941  to  1943. 

I  never  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  Alf.  Fidler,  but  as  a  very 
junior  memberof  the  Municipal  Inspection  Branch,  I  listened  with 
awe  and  respect  to  the  grandiose  schemes  promoted  by  Harry  Kidney

with  Secretary-Treasurer's  chair  placed  at  the  end  near  his  office  and 
general  office.  The  Chairman  sits  next  and  the  balance  of  the  Council 
around  the  table.  The  acoustics  are  very  good  and  each  person  at  the 
table  is  able  to  see  theothers.  Delegates  and  salesmen  at  small  table 
are  in  a  position  where  they  can  talk  to  everyone  direct.  Removable 
name  plates  are  used  to  identify  the  persons  seated  at  the  table. 

The  offices  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Assistant  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  are  placed  adjacent  to  each  otner  and  are  readily  ac- 
cessible to  the  counter  and  the  Council  Room  for  administrative 
purposes, 

A  room  is  provided  for  machines  such  as  the  Bookkeeping, 
Gestetnerand  others  so  thatthe  noise  from  tnem  doesnot  disturb  others 
in  the  office.  A  central  room  has  space  for  al  I  the  current  fil  ing  cabinets 
required  in  the  office.  Staff  and  Council  lors  enter  by  the  side  entrance 
and  have  hanger  space  in  the  committee  room  for  coats  and  hats  so 
that  they  Jo  not  need  to  enter  or  leave  by  the  main  public  entrance. 

The  large  storage  area  is  used  to  keep  old  office  records  and 
current  stationary  and  office  supplies.  This  area  is  also  used  to  dis- 
tribute the  supplies  that  are  purchased  annually  for  the  different 
schools. 

The  construction  is  single  storey  with  a  flat  roof.  The  floors  through- 
out are  covered  with  tile  to  assist  in  keeping  the  building  clean. 

Skylights  are  used  to  provide  natural  light  for  the  Council  Room 
and  storage  area.  They  provide  adequate  light  for  these  areas  except 
on  dull  days.  In  the  Library  and  storage  areas  all  walls  can  be  used 
for  storage  al  1  the  way  to  the  ceil  ing  without  interference  from  windows. 


to  get  a  struggling,  financially-handicapped  municipality  out  of 
the  "red".  Harry  Kidney  met  an  untimely  death  in  a  car  accident. 
Boyd  Ritchie  and  Tommy  Potts  are  both  en  joying  tiieir  retirement — 
Boyd  in  Edmonton  and  Tommy  at  White  Rock,  British  Columbia. 

The  writer  served  as  administrator  from  August,  1943  to  early 
in  1950,  when  the  enlarged  Municipal  District  of  Burlington  No.  2 
was  formed  and  a  council  elected. 

If  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  twenty-four  years  of  con- 
tinuous government  administration  is  a  record  that  still  stands.  I 
trust  it  will  never  be  beaten. 

In  those  days,  the  lower  floor  of  the  old  building  was  divided 
in  two,  with  the  Council  of  the  small  Municipal  District  of  Forty 
Mile  and  T.  A.  Reynar,  Secretary-Treasurer,  holding  sway  in  one 
half,  while  the  various  administrators  for  Flowery  Plains  and  Bur- 
lington, together  with  J.M.  McCabe  (Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
two  municipal  districts  after  1940)  carrying  on  in  the  other  half. 
Not  many  towns  can  boast  of  being  the  location  of  three  municipal 
offices,  let  alone  having  all  three  under  one  roof. 

Mr.  McCabe,  who  became  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  en- 
larged Municipal  District  of  Burl  ington,  and  held  the  position  with 
the  furtherenlarged  co-terminous  Municipal  District  of  Forty  Mile 
No.  2,  retired  in  1957.  He  is  now  living  in  Calgary. 
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REPORT  FROM  BANFF  ON  THE  COURSE  IN 

SCHOOL  ADMINISTKATiON 

BY  T.  C.  WEIDENHAMER 

(IN  The  ALBERTA  SCHOOL  TRUSTEE) 

"Public  Relations"  was  the  theme  of  the  15th  Annual  ShortCourse 
in  School  Administration  held  in  June  at  the  Banff  School  of  Fine  Arts. 
Hon,  A.O,  Aalborg,  Minister  of  Education,  delivered  the  keynote 
address. 

At  the  outset  the  Minister  stated  that  the  Department  attached 
considerable  value  to  such  courses  and  added  the  amount  of  public 
attention  now  focused  on  schoolsmade  the  matter  of  public  relations 
even  more  important.  Mr.  Aalborg  said  the  opinion  was  expressed  that 
good  public  relations  can  be  achieved  only  if  those  responsible  pro- 
vide accurate  information  regarding  all  aspects  of  school  adminis- 
tration, sympathetic  understanding  of  the  problems  involved,  adequate 
communications  with  the  publ  ic,  and  final  ly,  positive  and  constructive 
action . 

TWO  CATEGORIES 

PiAil  ic  relations  in  school  affairs  fall  into  at  least  two  categories: 

(1)  External  relationships  between  board,  the  Department  of  Education 
and  other  boards. 

In  the  Department— Board  relationship  fal  Is  the  necessity  of  keep- 
ing in  mind  the  basic  nature  of  our  rather  highly  decentral  ized  system, 
which  is  efficient  only  when  boards  and  the  Department  understand 
each  other  well.  To  bring  this  about  the  Department  endeavors  to 
make  itclear  that  Boards  have  certain  responsibil  ities,  and  that  their 
field  of  jurisdiction  is  respected.  Two  very  important  aspects  which 
apply  here  are: 

(a)  What  school  a  pupil  shall  attend. 

(b)  Where  new  school  construction  shall  be  located. 

The  relationship  of  Boards  with  one  another  can  involve  such 
important  matters  as  boundaries,  non-resident  pupils,  tuition  fees, 
transportation  and  others. 

(2)  Internal  Relationships  concern  the  relationship  of  the  divisional 
board  to  local  boards,  municipal  councils,  as  well  as  that  of  board 
membersto  one  anotherand  the  individual  and  collective  relationship 
to  the  electors  of  the  district,  division  or  county.  The  relationship  of 
the  School  Superintendent  to  the  board  and  all  others  named  above 
is  also  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  following  points  may  be  regarded  as  most  necessary  to  the 
nurture  of  desirable  internal  relations: 

(a)  Effort  should  be  made  to  dispel  the  tendency  of  a  board  member 
to  regard  his  prime  reponsibil ity  as  being  to  his  own  subdivision. 

(b)  Board  members  should  be  concerned  with  every  part  of  the 
area,  other  members,  all  ratepayers  and  parents. 

(c)  There  is  a  constant  need  for  trustees  to  "level"  with  parents 
and  ratepayers.  An  opportunity  must  be  given  to  express  opinions  in 
such  matters  as  school  closing,  moving,  etc. 

(d)  An  understanding  by  all  that  the  Superintendent,  in  divisions 
and  counties  is  a  technical  adviser  in  the  employ  of  the  Department 
and  fulfills  duties  delegated  to  him  by  local  authority. 

In  conclusion  the  Minister  pointed  out  that  many  people  are  of 
the  opinion  that  good  public  relations  are  brought  about  by  adver- 
tising, while  in  reality  this  ploys  only  a  minor  part. 

Good  public  relations,  he  said,  consists  of  90%  doing  the  job 
well  and  10%  telling  about  it. 

LET'S  BUILD  A  SCHOOL 

Under  this  title,  U.R.  Shogren,  Field  Administrative  Officer, 
presented  some  valuable  information  and  advice  with  respect  to  pro- 
cedures, do's  and  don'ts  in  the  matter  of  financing  and  building 
schools. 

Building  schools  by  debenture  has  become  a  rather  complicated 
process,  he  said,  and  requires  a  considerable  amount  of  understanding 
and  care  on  the  part  of  Boards  and  Secretaries.  With  respect  to  the 
mafTer  of  debenture  financing  alone.  Boards  must  concern  themselves 
with  at  least  the  following  three  major  organizations  of  acts:  Board 
of  Public  Util  itiesCommissioner,  School  Building  Assistance  Act,  and 
the  Municipal  Financing  Corporation. 


Mr.  Shogren  pointed  out  that  there  were  four  ways  by  which  a 
Board  might  secure  funds:  current  revenue,  reserves,  short  term 
borrowing  (five  years  or  less)  and  debenture  borrowing  (twenty-five 
years  or  less).  Any  one,  or  a  combination  of  these  methods  may  be 
used. 

After  posing  the  question  "Have  we  been  borrowing  too  much  by 
debenture?",  it  was  indicated  that  it  was  not  always  possible  to  be  on 
a  pay-as-you-go  basis,  and  that  a  combination  of  the  two  might  be 
regarded  as  best. 

•  A  successful  building  program  from  current  revenue  requires  care- 
ful planning,  management  and  attention  to  anumberof  things:  Assess- 
ment, size  of  program  and  reflection  in  the  future  must  all  be  care- 
fully considered. 

Municipal  Districts  and  Schools  must  co-operate  and  arrange 
matters  so  that  both  do  not  have  large  capital  expenditures  in  the 
same  year.  Reserve  funds  may  be  built  up  on  approval  by  the  Minister. 
However,  these  are  sometimes  spent  for  items  other  than  col  lected  for 
and  are  contingent  upon  a  well  defined  and  well  carried  out  program. 

Short  term  borrowing  (five  year  bank  loan)  can  be  made  use  of  at 
rates  not  much  higher  than  debenture  rates.  Approval  for  such  loans 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Minister  and  repaymentof  al  I  or  any  portion 
may  be  made  earlier  than  the  period  forwhichtne  loan  is  drawn.  This 
type  of  borrowing  is  largely  contingent  on  a  board's  ability  to  repay 
in  a  short  term  of  years. 

DEBENTURE  BORROWING 

When  giving  thought  to  borrowing  by  debentures,  tne  present 
schedule  of  repayments  should  be  careful  ly  considered  and  reviewed. 
Repayments  in  existence  plus  the  repayment  of  anticipated  borrowing 
should  be  carefully  measured  against  the  ability  of  the  area  to  pay, 
the  current  state  of  the  building  program  as  well  as  all  other  local 
factors  which  are  valuable  in  determining  the  wisdom  and  extent  of 
the  step  being  contemplated. 

When  the  By-law  stage  isreached,  careful  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  amount  to  be  requested,  keeping  in  mind  that  the  rate 
from  the  M.F.C.  is  5  5/8%.  It  is  important  that  round  numbers  and 
even  amounts  be  used,  as  this  makes  for  easier  and  speedier  calcu- 
lation. 

Speaking  on  section  275  of  the  School  Act  which  relates  to  Surplus 
which  might  exist  from  a  debenture  borrowing  after  completion  of  the 
building,  Mr.  Shogren  was  of  the  opinion  that  tnis  section  of  the  Act 
as  presently  written  was  not  as  desirable  as  it  might  be.  It  was  in- 
timated that  a  recommendation  to  amend  sub-section  (1)  of  Section 
275  might  be  submitted.  Sucn  an  amendment  would  provide  for  the 
amortization  of  any  suchsurplus  over  the  lifeof  the  particular  deben- 
ture applied  to  Sub-section  2  of  275, 

Under  the  present  enactment  school  authorities  might  proceed  to 
use  funds  without  proper  authority  (Supplementing  the  capital  program 
with  funds  left  over). 

When  determining  amounts  required  for  specific  building  programs 
Boards  often  fail  to  present  a  complete  picture  of  costs.  Furniture, 
fixtures,  architects  fees  and  such  are  often  overlooked.  Advice  to 
the  Department  that  certain  other  funds  will  be  used  in  a  building 
program  is  not  always  reported. 

Slackness  or  misunderstanding  in  any  of  these  points  only  com- 
plicate and  delay  the  processing  of  applications. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Debenture  Branch  was  not  above 
making  errors  in  the  rush  of  processing  applications  to  the  School 
Buildings  Assistance  Board,  Secretaries  were  advised  to  check  them 
carefully.  Also  applications  should  be  submitted  for  each  project  to 
be  commenced  immediately  or  at  the  same  time  and  so  receive  50% 
of  the  grant  appi  icable  to  those  where  contracts  are  approved.  Other- 
wises, if  application  is  submitted  for  building  to  be  commenced  at  a 
later  date,  along  with  that  which  is  to  be  commended  immediately, 
all  money  is  held  up  until  all  contracts  are  approved. 

A  commencement  certificate  is  no  longer  required,  and  one  half 
the  grant  is  forwarded  as  soon  as  contracts  receive  departmental 
approval . 

At  this  point  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  there  have  been 
cases  where  Boards  tendered  on  a  project  to  determine  the  amount

scene  of  thc  accidsmt 

Last  May  26tii,  a  laborer  in  tne  City  of  Lethbridge  was  fatally 
injured  while  engaged  in  laying  water  main  pipe.  A  back-hoe  was 
used  to  lift  and  lower  sections  of  the  pipe  into  the  trench.  To  use  the 
back-hoe  in  this  manner,  a  length  of  cable  was  fitted  with  an  open 
hook  on  each  end.  One  hook  was  attached  to  the  round  bar  on  the 
upperside  of  the  back-hoe  bucket;  the  other  to  the  beltsling  in  which 
the  pipe  was  cradled. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  deceased  had  attached  the  hook 
on  the  bucket.  The  bucket  was  then  raised  and  the  deceased  was  in 
the  act  of  attaching  the  other  hook  in  the  belt  sling  when  the  hook 
on  the  bucket  came  off  the  round  bar  and  as  it  fell,  struck  the  de- 
ceased on  the  head. 

From  the  .nvestigation  made  by  this  Department,  combined  with 
the  evidence  produced  at  the  inquest,  it  was  revealed  that  the  de- 
ceased was  not  wearing  protective  head  gear  and  the  hook  in  question 
was  not  of  the  recommended  safety  type.  The  jury  recommended  that 
the  proper  safety  equipment  as  suggested  by  the  Department  of 
Industries  and  Labour  be  used  forthwith  on  all  similar  projects. 

To  prevent  accidents  of  this 
type  this  Department  recommends 
that: 

1.  All  persons,  including  engineers 
and  foremen  employed  in  trenching 
operations  shall  wear  HARD  HATS. 

2.  Ail  hooks  shall  be  equipped  with 
safety  latches. 

3.  As  a  further  safety  precaution  , 
regular  inspection  of  all  equipment 
and  parts  used  for  lifting  should  be 
carried  out  by  some  qual  if  ied  person .

Mayor  Robert  Hume  of  theCity  of  Camrose  and  Walter 
Sharplin,  City  Clerk,  also  took  part.  Lloyd  Williams,  President  of 
the  Association  of  Municipal  District  Secretary-Treasurers,  spoke  on 
behalf  of  his  Association,  while  others  who  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Wise- 
man's long  service  were  D.M.  Braim,  Reeve  of  the  M.  D.  and  Rudy 
Magneson,  who  takes  over  from  tne  retiring  veteran.

Mr.  Wiseman  served  (January,  1915  to  October,  1917)  during 
the  First  World  War  with  tne  49th  Battal  ion .  Amember  of  the  Canadian 
Legion,  he  has  been  treasurer  of  the  local  Branch  for  the  past  seven 
years.

require<J  by  by-law.  This  is  not  regarded  as  good  practice. 

DISPOSAL  OF  ASSETS 

Mr.  Shogren  spoke  briefly  on  the  disposal  of  capital  assets  such 
as  buildings,  buses,  etc.  It  was  indicated  that  if  theamount  was  small 
(up  to  $1,000)  it  may  be  considered  as  operational  revenue.  In  the 
event  however,  that  a  Board  borrowed  a  large  sum  to  purchase  buses 
and  later  sold  the  buses  to  private  operators,  this  money  should  not 
go  into  the  operational  account.  Such  procedure  leads  to  trouble  the 
followingyear.  Large  returnsfrom  the  sale  of  capital  assets  should  be 
spent  for  capital  assets,  placed  in  the  capital  account  or  shown  as  a 
liability  to  the  capital  account. 

Touching  briefly  on  the  recent  borrowing  by  the  Municipal  Fin- 
ance Corporation,  it  was  explained  how  discounts  and  rates  of  ex- 
change had  increased  the  costof  themoneyto  5.4%.  However,  should 
the  rate  of  exchange  remain  favorable  to  Canadian  funds,  some  of  the 
increase  attained  in  bringing  the  money  in  from  the  U.S.A.  will  be 
regained  in  the  reverse  process  of  repayment.  It  will  not  be  known 
however,  what  profit  may  remain  to  the  corporation  until  all  the  loan 
has  been  repaid  twenty  years  from  now.  It  could  be  that  borrowers 
from  the  corporation  will  receive  a  dividend  at  that  time.  •
